A id be it further enacted, That, in as- 
certaining the amount of interest, as aforesaid, 
due lo the St-ate of New York, the following rides 
eliail be understood as applicable It), and govern 
iiig the case, to wit: First, tliat interest shall not 
be eoinpnleJ on any siiui which New Vo:k has not

Giovaoiii .Andrei, four hundred dollars, to defray 
ithe expenses of her return to Italy. 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted, That all fur- 
niture purchased for the use of the President’s 
House, shall be, as far as practicable, of American 
ordnmcstic manufacture 

See. 3 ,9iidbe itfurtherenaete I, That the Com 
niissiouer of Public liiiildiiigs shall hereafter re- 
ceive the sum of two thousand dollars per annum 
as Ills salary, to be paid to him ns other salaries are 
paid, and any law hcrctufure autliui'izing him ti- 
employ a clerk in liis uQice shall be, and tlie same 
IS hereby, repealed.

!l;ist year. One of tberii, IMr. J. Denison,pro- 
.noanced ;i«peecb on the 27tb April, in the House 
of Coiiiinons, against l.ord John Russell’s motion 
!rel;itive to a relorni of Parli;iineiit, and obtained 
I he warmest apphuise from both sides of tlie 
;HouiC for the aliilitv wliirli bo e.xbibited. In 
|tbe annexed exir;ict from the report of Ids speech 
jtliere is a leference to our insliliilions that may 
I be per-.ued with interest by his American ac- 
;qii;iint;ince. 

j “He believed that no reform would satisfy those 
who called for it, but a reform on pr.nciple. Ry a 
! reform on principle, be meant such a change as 
would go tlie length to approximate uir represen 
lative sy.stem lo a principle of uidiorinity He 
Could only regard such a change on two grounds. 
T!.e one, a greater cxtensiuu of the popular prin- 
ciple; the other, to place our representation on the 
basis uf property. Now, as experience was no iin 
|Uiiliifulor uncertain guide in these matters, he 
I would beg to draw the allention of the House to 
jthese twosysleiiis. liiFraiice the elective fian- 
jchise was lonndod upon property; and for the fnr- 
|therancc ofthis object, a certain average rate w<as 
1 necessary, the conseqneiioe of which w as, that the 
jopinion of the lower orders, which was so usefully 
I felt in this country, w as altogether unknown there 
|(hcar!) The firsi step lowaidslhis object in the 
country would be to disfranchise a largo portion 
|of our present repiesoiiTalivcs; but there were few 
Igeullt-aien w holieaid iiim, that did .not know how 
feeble the strength of the Parliau.ent and the Gov- 
erumeiit must be in England, if the representation 
were founded on such 1 . system (hear; hear!) The 
second principle then, was the popiil. r basis, or a 
representative democracy. This system was to he 
found in a country with which we had a close affini- 
ty, iia.-iiely, the United Slates of North America. 
In any observations which he might make respect 
iiig that country, lie ninst not be supposed to speak 
ill any terms of disparagement, for he felt towards 
it the greatest possible resj.ecl; but if a system was 
! found to be good in practiec there, it did by no 
means follow tliat it must be also good here. There 
was the greatest difficulty in drawing a paiallel be- 
tween the two countries. Here, we have a limited 
monarchy — there, they have a Keptihlicaii Govern- 
ment. Vv'hatever uf liberty we possess here, has 
been wrung from absolute rulers— wliatevei of se 
ciirity and freedom is enjoyed there, has been rais 
ed lip as controls upon the license of democracy, 
(hear, hear, hear!) In America they have theii 
annual ParliamenU — their universal suffrage, and. 
ill some Instances, the election hy hallot; the Conse- 
qiieucc of which is, that properly there loses i's 
natural and useful infiueiice. This might nut hes< 
iinporlanl there; hut the o. servance of properly 
was alteudcd to with a much less scrupulous regard 



Ihuii here. J heir electiuiis are coiiilocied on an 
uiiiforiu principle; and in fio.r-s of great political 
exi'ileiTient, the effect is. lh;it the ciectioi.s all torn 
on one consideialion. No man is Ti-.-eived wilh- 
ont an alt devouring pledge, by wh;),h whole prin- 
ciples are swept away. It is hot lhat one set oU 
principles are ()reier.''cd to the (ither, but no oppo-j 
sition is tolerated — 11 is not thal oqe parly is lo be' 
preferred, but tlie oilier is lo bo aonihilaltd (iiear,! 
,liear, heai!] It is true this system m Aiin-rica. lias j 
. worked wei!; but not argument lefei able to Ibis 
I country could be dc.Auced from that circunir-t.ance. 
Ill ibe Central province, wliich regulated liie ex- 
levrial atfairs, and imieli of the iiilernal affairs of! 
the Count ry, there exisled a check which, from i 
other causes, was provided in fids country. In! 
AVasliingtoii, the representatives were' rather local! 
agents than a council to recnlale the general poli-i 
cy ol the hlxlc; and the dislirictioiis between slave-' 
holders and iion-slaveboldeis were so various, lhat| 
no ciiangecan take place that w'as not founded oni 
cornpioinise, and cuinproniise generally begets' 
moderation. VVe have no such distinctions hero, 
and arc eonscqnonlly obliged to look toother 
causes fur these wholesome checks; and any appli- 
cable argiimeiitmiist rather be taken from asiiigle 
Etalo. Iban from the whole Republic.” 

Mr. Hob/ivuse engaged in llie debate, in de- 
fence of tlie motion, and noticed Mr. Ueiiison's 
remarks, thus: 

•‘Adverting to the speech of Iho Hon. Member 
for New-f;asllc-nndei -Lyue,(Mr. Dcni.son,) he did 
not see how he (Mr. Hobhoiise) and thal Hon. 
Member could come into collision upon the qnes- 
lion, unless upon the broad principle of its necessi- 
ty. or non-necessity. When he considered the 
talents which that Hnn Member had displayed, )icj| 
was sorry that their views upon so important a 
subject were so widely dilfcreiit. He was sure, 
however, that matiirer reflection would le ich that 
Hon. Member the expediency of changing his opin- 
ion. He would, he had no doubt, see, ere long, 
how vain it was lo struggle against the incicasing 
knowledge of the age, and to exclaim with Ovid — 

“Nilor in adxersnin — nec iiie.qni ca-lera, viocit 

Impetus, et rapido contrarins invehor orbi.” 

He felt confident that the Hon. Meinlicr would, in 
the progress of time, be cunviuced of the iiiiilility 
ol contending with a current which had carried 
with it the greatest men, and would cuiicimie by 
carrying him also in its irresistible course. He re 
pealed his regret that the Hon. Member had anj 
necessity for such a conversion, for, froiii the talent 
he had that eveningdisplayed, he [.Mr HolihoiiseJ 
would, with sincerity, have welcomed him lo his 
side. — Ullinam nosier esset ! was the feeling with 
which lie had listened lo the Hon. Member’s ad- 
dress, a feeling nut nnniixed with some surprise, 
that one, who had just reliirned from visiting one 
ut the few free and independent ewtions of the earth 
should not be desirous to inirudmv those iiisliln- 
lioiis which his education andi-;iily associations 
imisttiave led him to admire, in Ins native coiiritry. 
He [Mr. Hobhoiise] might he pardoned for feeling 
a natural pride while cnuleinplaiing the institutions 
of -America, since no Englishineu should evcrforgel 
that it was from this country she iinbiheff llial love 
of frceilom which leu to her present prosperity; 
that this country was tlie parent soil fiom which 
her tree iiistiliitious had been transplanted, to 
fliitirish more kindly in a foreign land. (Hear hear.) 

It had been said, however, thal the Americans had 
departed from the institutions of their forefathers; 
that instead uf a representative system, they had 
chnaeii a democracy 'This was, however, a mistake. 
The ancestors of the Americans left this country 
when the Government ceased to l e rcprocn- 
talivc; andinihe great contest which theirdes- 
cendants had in alter times to wage, they only v;ii 
dicaied those principles which their forufalhers 
had maintained at the revolution, and in antenoi 
limes too, (hear, hear.) times which sonic sl.-ivish 
historians had thought fit to stigmatize, but which 
would be hallowed in the breasts of Englishmen, 
while the names of a Hampden, a Sidney, and a 
•Scldon, should survive. (Hear, hear, hear.) The 
.Americans had, however, wisely t-aken a leaf from 
the history of the parent country, and in furinilvg a 
permanent Constitution for themselves, they had 
laid it down as an axiom, sanctioned hy exper ienoe, 
that no good government could snhsisi where the 
people had not the full and free cuntrul over the 
lepresncl^tiuo.

In answer to the niimeruiis enquiries made of ns 
as to the course the Executive of this Stale will 
lake in regard lo tlie o/d and nrie treaties — whether 
Ihe Governor will proceed to carry into effect the 
first treaty, or will acquiesce in the w ictclied c om- 
promise made at Washington, hy w hich Georgia is 
dcl'randcd il not disgraced, — we can state, that Go- 
vernor Troup long since infornicd Hie Geneial Go- 
varnmeni tliat the law of he stale founded on the 
Treaty of the Indian Springs would he carried ti.ti, 
effect as soon as llie time limited by the treaty shall 
have expired — this course is aiilliui ised hy the aelsi 
of llie Legislature, declaring “that full I'cliaiice is! 
and ought to be placed in the late treaty concluded ! 
between the United .Slates for the use of Georgia,! 
and the Creek Nation of Indians, at the Indian 
Springs. I'hat the title of the Territory ohiainrd 
I by said treaty wilhiuthc limits ofGoorgia, is coii- 
isidcred as an absolute, vested interest, and tliat 
I nulhing short of the whole lei rilory liiiis arqiiircd 
jivill be satisfactory, and that the light of entry im- 
jiiiediatcly, upon the expiration of the lime limited 
in the treaty, he insisted on, and accordingly car- 
ried into effect.” 

The Governor could not, it is believed, recognize 
ithe validity uf the new treaty wiillioiit aftiiiitling 
I the right of the President and benale to revoke the 
larticlcs of agreeiiicnl and cession — that trealy ha- 
lving virtually rescinded two of those articles by 
stipulating a new boundary, different frein that es- 
tablisbed in 1802, and by giiaraiiiccing to the Imli- 
ans ill perpetuity lauds wliicli belong to Georgia 
and whicli the United blatcs were under a sulemn 
obligation to have obtained lung siiioc fur the use 
of nur citizens. 

The principles contended for by ns, that Georgia 
acquired by the treaty of Indian bprings duly and 
formally ratified rights of which she cannot be di- 
vested, are the ductrines proclaimed by the Su- 
preme Court of the United Stales, where it was de- 
cided in the Yazoo case of Fletcher and Peck, thhl 
an act of the Legislature having passed vested 
rights, those rights could not be divested hy any 
liiinian pewer, no matter by what means of bribery 
and corruption such act may have been procured. 
Onr case is, however, a much stronger one, -as Geor- 
gia, tlie third party in whom rights vested by the 
t reaty, was innocent of any fraud, con uptioii or un- 
due influence, (if any such weie practised) in ub- 
'aining il. VVe assert our rights under Mr. Adams’ 
Proclamation of 1825, declaring the Treaty of Iii- 
diam Springs the Supreme law of the land — we d«-

I will read to you, fellow citizens, a few extracts from a speech w.icl. 
ho sayshe deliv. red in the Senate of Kentucky at its last session, «n the 
nomination of Meiiry O. Brown as a circuit judge, and which was p.io- 
lished in t.ic Rcpoilerof last week. 1 will, for the sake of argumont. 
allow he delivered it, as lie says, although several gentlemen, an sahase 
veracity I can rely, have assci tcd that they could not have recognised il 
agp.’M in itspresriil shape. Be that as il will, why does this inan now 
ijitrudo on the ptihlic eye sueh au ckhibiliun of vindit;tivc malice and 
peisonal abuse, six inonllis at lea.st after it. pretended bii tl.! Listen to 
the language ivl.iel. lie uses against C>ov. Deslia, and Judges Irimbleaml 
Sliainon, who I ivould suppose were not before the Senate, and wen 
not, tliciefore, proper subjecis of diseussioii. 

Trimble’s stibservieiicy bad been denounced— it was known. So 
that if be should slniffie tlic'car.ls awkwardly, it would react upon the 
Tuiigus Court — B'icW^e might el.iiin to be a prophet. What then is I., 
be done, to save the iie.v court, an.l Isaac b>o I (let a now hand eijiially 
faithful, er)ir.illy to he trusted. Mr Sl.aiinun was known to be that man. 
And Mr 'I'limbtc, your third Judge af your .Suprenie Court, was des- 
patched .nth as little ceremony as liis excellency would a common ineni 1 
al, after Shannon. 'I'l.is was /.,o/y work, .Mr Speaker, and they took , 
holy day U) bring MrSbannoii. Yessir, the day devoted i.y our holy 
religion to prayer and asking forgiveness ot sins, was devoted to ll.ys 
woikis But Shannon comes — yessir, he comes and mounts the bench.” 
“.VlrBhauiion next decamped for Lexington, w here lie and others wrote 
out for linn an opinion ol great length; in which it lias been charged on 
him willionl contradiction, that he omitted some, and distorted other 
parts of the evidence. And this opinion was forced into every paper 
on the continent, into which the party could Ihi.isl it, atid issued in 
thousands to tl.e go.ul people in handbills. 'J’liis was net l.is opinion, it 
was not delivered by him, tint fabricated as siicli in Lexington, and piiti- 
lisl.ed as such, long after tl.e trial, to mislead and deceive the public, as 
to the guilt of the prisoner and the con l.ict of tl.e Judge But the good 
people of Harrison and the suiToiintli.ig counties were not satisfied with 
this tirade — tlicy bad tieard with their own ears ami seen with their eyes. 
From them a spiiit of honest iudignatioii burst lorlb among ail parties ; 
this man was not only reviled and execrated, hut burnt in effigy in many 
places hy tl.e people, lie went there nndcra weight of popularity iiei.p- 
ed upon by the party, and carried oil' with liim a load of udiiiin heaped 
upon him hy tl.e people, to last as long as a recollection of the atrocious 
niitrder and atrocious trial exists.” 

“ With tliese remarks, said .Mr Wickliffe. 1 will proceed to the con- 
sfdeiation of the nomination H. O. Brown as one of ti.e J udges of the 
General Court. How it has come to pass, that Mr Brown has receiveo 
the nomination over the heads of so many distingiiisl.ed meiuheis of the 
bar, has not been explained by his friends. To a meii.herof our Gener- 
al Court, to be sole J uJge in ciiai.cery and in common law, to be. the on- 
ly Judge of life and death, aiul a lai’ge jiidi.-ial district, used ta require 
talentsnnd repulaiiou. Tofill this i.igl. stalion former Governors strovi 
to get tl.e heads of the liar to accopl. I adiii.t sir, now a days, tl.e tail, 
not the lica.l .3 sought after — yes sir, it seems as if this gieal coiiimun- 
Tc like the futit'-d serpent, has heen cr.iwling tail loremasl — and no 
wonder she makes sueli an out of it. But it appears lliat Mr Brownlie- 
longed to neither head nor tall of (lie har. You have had a coinmiltee 
appointed to enquire into his ipial.fiealions as Judge, and what does tl.e 
gentleman front Clarkc(Mr C. ..Mien) give as the result of the enquiryl 
riial the Judge sent forward the witnesses, and the l es.ilt of their evi 
vieuee was, that Mr Brown had atlenipleil ta practiee law six or seven 
years; that during his l.anging around the har, ti.e witnesses did not state 
hiseverhaving any business — that he quit the pursuit of business at ll.i 
bar, and was a casl.ieror clerk, in one of your UaicpendenlbrakcH hanks; 
tl.at since that hank blew out, lie had followed being a member of the 
IjOgislatui e, and one w.tocss more ardent Ilian the rest, said that in time. 
he tliiiuglit lie would make a judge, and tl.e gentleman from Campbell 
has hacked thi.s most conclusive evidence with his own jiidgmciil, tlia: 
on thrtc Mr Brown will make a vrlvabte jsidgc. The gentleman from 
Clai ke tells yon that it was proven that there were many in the district 
well (pialificd to till the oiBce ,tc.” 

“I have lliiis laid before the Senate, the conduct and capacity of Mr. 
Brown as a judge : and tl.o question is— ivill yon advise and conlirm his 
appointment/ Has lie ca|.acity I Do his most pari iciilar friends sav 
that he has! I believe not. But they say he is a good man and needs 
the office ; that he will leain 'o he a goial judge. Tl.is is, I believe, all 
they say of him. ' i.at he erred, Ihey admit, in tint passing sentence on 
Desha; but il was an error of the bead, and not of tl.e heart. If 1 have 
heard more in favor id’ this man’s claims I do not recollect il ; so that wc 
are to advise and approve of the appoinlmciil of a man to a high and re- 
sponsible office, place in his lian'ds the issues of life and death, of char- 
acter and property, and tl.en learn him, at the expense of the Treasury, 
the duties of l.is office ; and if lie never learns, credit a pensioner rather 
than not appoint aj.idge — Nor need I meet tl.e assertion, that Mr Brown 
needs the office On the same prificsple every able-bodied man, may 
claim an office. If he he able to work it is not onr h.isiness to support 
him out of tho 'i'reasiiry, and if not, Id ns vote a pensiun, and fill the of- 
fice with a judge competent to its duties, and above the control of ihej 
Fxeciilivc.” j 

“Bill he belongs tr our party, and he is the Governor’s choice, and 
we must not divide, “Unite.! ne stand, divided wc fall. Our luiiigry 
friends inusl he fe.I. Have you any other reason why Mr Brown ought 
to be a Judge! If you have, I should ' like to hear what it is. We ask 
you to give ns tl.e best of yo.ii' parly for task inasfois. We know that 
none but and. as have sent in ibeir adhesion to his excellency in ihe re 
lief and judge breaking business, can get an office of any kind. We 
know Ihal all the higli minded and stern repnlilicans at the bar, arc pro- 
scrined — I'hey are enrolled, as I am told on l.is litack Cist. We do not 
ask you for one of tbem. But force your Governor to give us at least, a 
glad Buck eye or Goiiger from your relief ranks — some fellow that 
knows what venue is — that knows the did'ereoce between a Grand Jury 
and a Helit Jury ; and above all tliat wlieii the murderer is twice eoiivic- 
ted. will know that it is his duty to hand liim over to ti.e officers of jus- 
tice..” 

“John Trimble, the friend of the Governor, into whose safe keeping 
you have confided the murderer, Isaac B. Dosha, was then a judge, al 
the salary of i?00. He was here upon the spot, soliciting liis appoint- 
Dient before he got it, when his excellency put into his hands a com- 
mission as Third Judge of the Court of ,\ppeals (No ‘i.) by wl.ich bis sal- 
ary was augmented §!iOO per annum for life- Yes sir, he did this too, 
iinder.au iin Jorstsndi.ig, that Mr 'I'rimblc should held iin to his f’lrcuil 
Judgeship until l.edisnosed ofl.is sou Isaac’s case. \ o.i n.ay ask ii.e 
how I knew there was such iiudeislandiiig. I answer, nnt fr.om tl.e Go- 
vernor, oor from Mr 'l';iiiihle. I never asked, never received infnrma 
tion from Ihe.m. I take urfv, not their words fur it. 1’riiiihlc wa« 
here, and assented to his app iintinent before the T egislatnre adjourned. 
And yet, yoo find him acii .g in his c .pacilyof Circuit Judge, calling* 
Conrts, inviting Siiannon ami in ti.e still less hmiou.-ablc capacity i.l 
messengerto S'liannon from head quarters, in F'ebiiiary afl.irwaids. I'licse. 
vvi.ti numerous utber facts satisiy'iiio, that it was distincllj understood 
that Trimble was tositonl Isaac’s case wlien be got the JiOOO appoint 
meot.”

try from all its embarrassments tlian industry and economy.” Ho lias 
enlarged upon the danger of rexorting to legislative expedients, in 
times of dillieiilly, and has more particularly warned you against a re- 
sort to e CHn-e«cy. It lias been the in.sforiuiie of Mr. Wicklitl'e 
in more tlian one instance, that there should exist p.-iiited dociiineiits to 
prove his contradictions and inconsistencies. 1 have in my l.ai'il, a 
publication of that gentleman in tl.e year lU^O. just before that inan 
slrous creature the ('omiiioniveallh’s Bank, was piodiired. He was 
tl.en a candidate for llic Legislature, and professed lo be willing to a- 
d.ipl any plan wl.icl. was conslitiilional and fair to afford relief.

er to that at I.exiiigtmi. 'I'lie stock to be sulisciibeii by the stale to be 
raised by a sale of Ihe lands west of the Tennessee Uiver,aml the Green 
River del.t, botli of winch, with the failh nfthe slate, tu bo pledged fm- 
Ihc iilliinale payment of tl.e notes of I l.o hank, 'i'liis will enable the 
Rank of Kentucky before the execiilioii law- goes into elTect. lo issue a 
million in notes, wliicli, with the crops on hand, it is lo he hoped, will 
restore the iiiediuin ; and prevent Ihe sarriliccof property. Shoiila this 
plan be .adopted, and the Bank of the Unilcd Slates wish to wiilidraivj 
her branches from tliisstate, il will he in the power of the Bank of ICen- 1 
tiicky to assume her debts in tliis state, and lliercl.y prevent a depres- 
sion of the medium from that quarter.” | 

And al the cuoc-liisiun of this hand bill he adds the very prellv plifasc, 
"the public good sfiaJl be my polar star," in Italics as if in derision. 

Now fellow-citizens, mark how a plain tale shall expose -‘the polai- 
star” to which he guides. At that tune il is believed, and has never 
heen denied, that Mr Wicklilfe ow ned al least ;J-20.l'll0 nf the slock in 
iliat Bank. The price of stuck w-is falling and he d.xily losing money. 
He llieu as above, proposes lo take into the concern a fresh and al.-ie 
partner, wlio was to throw into the empty vaults of the Bank all his re- 
sources and pledge his credit for all the debts of Ibe firm, as w i ll those 
then existing as those aflerii ards to be incurved. Hear what his oppo- 
nent .Mr Davis said in his reply to this handhill, i/hicli 1 have also forln- 
iiately obtained.

In order lo a.scerlain w hether Mr Wiekiilfe would not have eaiise to 
keep a “Jiil.ilee,” il is only necessary losay lliat $20,000 worth of.stoek 
•vheu reduced lo $40 a share instead of Ihe original cost of $ll>tlisa 
clear loss of rW KI.VK Tl IOUS.-\ N D DOLLARS, which wonld have 
leeii his clear profits in this disinterested arraugemetil. 

M'ilh lliat (ie//eriri/ so peculiar to the grnllcmau he must call up lo his 
■ id that art of flattering which he has used heretofore with such success. 
He even descends to the iiieaniiess of eulogising to their faces, geiillc- 
incii whom I presume will scarcely thank iiirn fur il. But when l e talks 
of Judge Clark having been oppressed by the l..cgisla(iii'e in a maimer 
similar lo tlie cruelties of“tlie reign of 'I'error” under UoI.espierre and
